Church examined in the light of the Bible promises, her tra- 
dition, her history, her actual teachings and true practices,

She is accused of fostering superstition, while every 
catechism that has her approbation denounces every form 
of superstitious -practice as a violation of the First Com- 
mandment. 

She is accused of placing undue emphasis on good works, 
while no church so insistently proclaims that supernatural 
merit is impossible without the grace of God, which must be 
credited to the merits of Jesus Christ. 

‘Every Catholic must believe all that the most exacting 
Protestant holds to be necessary for salvation; therefore, no 
reasonable objection can be brought against the Catholic 
Church on the score of insufficient “faith.” , 

Catholics are exhorted to do more for salvation than the 
most exacting Protestant demands; in fact, it is generally 
admitted that Catholics pray more, go to church better, prac- 
tice more of mortification and self-denial than others do. 
Therefore, no reasonable objection can be brought against 
her on the score of “works.” 

England would probably be Catholic today, and nearly 
the whole world with her, had the Catholic Church been wil- 
ling to compromise on a point of Christian morality. She has 
never ceased insisting that marriage is a contract of which 
God Himself is the author, and therefore, that its bond is 
not dissoluble by any human power. 

The Catholic Church enforces, as does no other institu- 
tion, respect for all legitimately constituted authority. Every 
child is taught that it must obey civil authority under pain 
of sin. This is why Catholics constituted such a great per- 
centage of the regular army and navy before the late war; 
and this is why they exceeded their quotas in enlistments in 
nearly every state in the Union for the recent conflict. 

The Catholic Church has always defended the right of 
private property, and therefore has been an implacable foe 
of Bolshevism or Socialism; yet she has also insisted that 
labor must be adequately~semunerated. Her works on So- 
clology, while considerably progressive, are regarded as the 
soundest literature dealing with that subject. 

Her school-system, built up and maintained at such 
huge sacrifices, is her argument for the right of the child to 
know about its God, its duties to Him, etc.: it is also the 
Church’s most convincing proof of Her exalted stand for 
virtue in private and public life, for honesty in business, etc.

Causes of Apparent Conflict 


_ Upon investigation it will be found 
‘that all the apparent conflicts be- 
tween science and religion in the past 
‘have been traceable to either one or 
two causes: 1. Either the scientist 
has left his own domain of observa- 
ble matter and has crossed into the 
realm of spiritual values and intangi- 
ble realities, speculating on such mat- 
'ters as the transcendental factors im- 
'plicit in the spiritual intercourse of 
the creature with his God; Or, 2. as is 
probably not less frequently the case, 
the theologian has climbed over the 
fence to dabble in disputed questions 
of natural science, giving decisions in 
the name of religion on matters that

thority in the fleld of electricity, he 
‘not infrequently crosses over into the 
fields of philosophy and theology, giv- 
‘ing interviews on what he conceives 
to be the “electro-chemical cells” in 
the human soul.

CHILDREN’S LESSON FROM 
TODAY’S EPISTLE. 


Today’s Epistle is from the 
first cha ter of the Apostle St. 
James. You no doubt recall that 
St. James was very near an 
dear to Jesus. He was allowed, 
with Peter and John, to see the 
daughter of Jairus brought 
back to life. The same favored 
three were taken up to the high 
mountain, where they look 
upon the face of Jesus shining 
as the sun, in the Transfigura- 
tion; and they also accompanied 
Jesus and witnessed His terrible 
Agony in the Garden. 

rom these special favors to 
St. James we may well conclude 
that this Apostle burned with 
an impetuous and outspoken 
faith. It was he who wanted 
Jesus to call down fire from 
Heaven to destroy the Samari- 
tans, and he also asked Jesus 
for a special place in His “King- 
dom.” St. James was the first 
of the Apostles to suffer mar- 
tyrdom, and hence the first to 
enter the glory of Heaven. 
We mention these things so 
rou may better understand why 
he tells us in the Epistle today 
that “Every best gift and every 
erfect gift is from above, com- 
ing down from the Father of 
lights.” He had the opportunity 
at the Transfiguration of .our 
Lord to see with His own eyes 
the glory that awaits those who 
serve God. In fact, the — 
tells us we are so close to Jesus, 
“the Word of Truth,” through 
our baptism, that we are made 
children of God. The favors be- 
stowed upon the children of 
God all come from the goodness 
of our Heavenly Father. Not 
only does He give us everything 
in the order of Grace, but also 
He is the Source of everything 
in the order of nature. What 
gratitude should constantly fill 
our hearts toward such a kind 
Father! 
We know it is next to impos- 
sible, as well as contrary to rea- 
son, that we remain grarvee as 
it were, to the Word of salva- 
tion, if we ng oe in placing ob- 
stacles in the Way by a worldly 
spirit. “You cannot serve God 
and mammon.” St. James knew 
full well, because of his close 
relation with the Divine Master 
Himself, and the Apostle is 
anxious for us to see with eyes 
of Faith the wonderful things 
that await us in our Heavenly | 
home.

SAINT MONIC A—Saturday. 


We must give at least a few 
moments of consideration to 
this saintly mother of St. 
Augustine. -As a young man, 
Augustine was a spiritual prod- 
igal, and he remained away 
from his pious mother because 
he was unfaithful to God. That 
is very often the case of way- 
ward children even today. But 
St. Monica prayed and wept for 
her son, even more than most 
mothers weep over the dead 
bodies of their children. Her 
constancy and suffering for her 
child is like the heart of many 
a good mother ver a sinful 
child. The anguish of her de- 
voted heart was an expiation 
which was one day to be applied 
to the guilty child, and save 
him. ‘ 

St. Augustine soon tired of 
the Manichean errors, yet he 
had not the light and grace of 
a Catholic Christian. Like the 
poor widow in the Gospel, Mon- 
ica continued to storm Heaven 
with her prayers until God was 
‘moved to pity her, and say in 
the words which Christ used on 
that other occasion, “Young 
man! I say to thee, arise!” And 
God gave Augustine back to his 
widowed mother. 

The lessons of our Saint's life 
are stirring. The child, no mat- 
ter how wayward, should not 
harden his heart. against the 
prayers of a good mother, nor' 
against the graces of God. The 
pious mother, in turn, should 
never despair, but pour out her 
soul in prayer, fill her days with 
sacrifices and all virtues, and 
God, Who also loves thé sinner, 
will hear and angwer her. 


But if you are to. be great, it 
must in conduct—it’s not 
enough to be a critic. y one 
can recognize a fault, or a fail- 
ure.
